A saint and a fireman are sub- 
jects to be honored with postage 
stamps by Portugal according to 
Gimbels Stamp Department of New 
York City. 
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St. Martin of Dume is said to 
have arrived on the Iberian Penin- 
gula, on which Portugal is located, 
1400 years ago, and it is this ar- 
rival which was commemorated on 
February 26 with a set of two.

The Irish Republican Army 


Which Nearly 


Became Stamps In The ‘20's

Irish Republican Army was in con- 
from Limerick to Waterford. 


The only means of railway service between the cities of Dublin and 
Cork was via Mallow Junction, 21 miles to the north of Cork. This junc- 
tion had been partially destroyed but when the bridge to the south of 
Mallow was blown up in July of 1922, the rail traffic between the two 





forced to leave the train at Mallow | g 


and from the junction in times of 
anger. 

Barbed wire and sandbags were 
a common sight at that time in 
Cork; it was a vertiable armed 
samp. Traveling around Cork, the 
individual began to really sense 
the notation inscribed on his rail 
ticket, ‘‘Passengers Conveyed at 
Own Risk Only.” 

After the withdrawal of the Brit- 
ish troops in accordance with the 
Treaty, only the Free State troops 
were left to maintain law and or- 
der in Cork. It seems that they 
seceded and only the Irish Repub- 
lican Army held competent authori- 
ee the summer months of 


In July of that year, the stamps 
in the South ran low and finally 
gave out completely after they were 
rationed. It must be remembered 
that Cork was cut off from Dublin 
in the struggle between the I. R. 
A. and the Free State armies and 
further supplies could not be read- 
ily obtained. 

To alleviate this situation the 
Eagle Printing Works in Cork was 
requested to produce a stamp bear- 
ing the head of I. R. A. leader, 
Pearse. However, technital diffi- 
culties rendered this printing im- 
possible. 

In order to supply stamps in the 
existing emergency, the Eagle 
Works was asked to make a dif- 
ferent printing in values of 1d, 2d 
and 6d. They bore the wording, 
“An Post, Poblacht na h’Eireann 
(Postage-Republic of Ireland). 

Still desiring to see the head of 
Pearse on a postage stamp the 
I, R. A. then commissioned an 
agent to London to arrange for the 
printing. He too, was unsuccessful 
in his mission and was reported to 
have been arrested. 

Arrangements were made early

An Interesting 


British Colonials Fascinate 


Field With 


Legitimacy, Colorful Stamps 
And Investment Possibilities

Editors Note: Beginning and advanced collectors are always seek- 
ing fields for their philatelic efforts. The following article which will 
appear for four successive weeks presents The Case For British Col- 


onials. 


A beginning collector is apt to feel a bit bewildered as he views 
the many fields of stamp collecting that are open to him. Often the 
beginner errs by attempting to delve into too many fields, and thus 
spreads his hobby. thin. Wouldn’t he enjoy more benefits by spotlighting 
his interests in one phase of the hobby? For the beginner’s considera- 
tion, I would like to present the case for collecting British Colonials. 


The term “British Colonials’’ is 
used in a strict literal sense. The 
dominions are not considered in 
this series of articles for the good 
reason that they do not fit into 
the plan of guidance that is to be 
set forth. 

A beginner is frequently unde- 
cided as to whether he should col- 
lect mint or used stamps. Much, 
if not all, of what is said here is 
directed toward collecting used 
stamps. The term ‘‘Used’’ is here 
defined to indicate a stamp that 
has been employed to carry any 
piece of mail in or through the 
government postal system of the 
country in which the stamp was 
issued. 

Many collectors dislike philatelic 
mail as being ‘‘canceled-to-order”’, 
and frown upon any used stamps 
not obtained from ordinary letters 
and packages. I fail to-see that 
many mint issues, especially of 
late, can all be deemed to 
genuine postal franks. After all, 
practically every government takes 
into serious consideration the exis- 
tence of stamp collectors when 
planning and issuing stamps. 

Furthermore, I feel that mint 
stamps cannot obtain a legitimate 
standing until they have been used 
to carry mail. The used stamp 
proudly carries the mark of a job 
well done — a job for which it 
was intended. And let’s not forget 
that a used stamp on cover is often 
worth more than the stamp is worth 
in its usual mint or used condition. 

However, all this is not to say 
that mint stamps do not have a 
place in a collection. If the collec- 
tor has a_ preference for mint 
stamps, then he will — and should 
— collect them mint. Then, too, 
when the beginner reaches the 
point where he is ready to special- 
ize in some country, he would want 
to collect that country not only 
used and mint, but also on cover. 

Also, when the collector enters 
the specialist stage, he will want 
to add such items as booklets — 
which are frequently only obtain- 
able in mint condition. 

There are several sound reasons, 
though, for collecting used British 
Colonials. The matter of collecting 
used stamps will be dealt with in 
a more specific manner as other 
aspects of the collection are taken 
into account. This will be particu- 
larly emphasized when the collec- 
tion is viewed from the invest- 
ment angle. 

In presenting this recommenda- 
tion for British Colonials, it is hon- 
estly felt that a personal prefer- 
ence has come from much “trial 
and error” experience. This case 
will be presented as objectively as 
possible, considering four basic im- 
portant factors. In succeeding ar- 
ticles, the points to be discussed 
will be those of financial outlay, 
beauty, fun and investment. These 
factors enter into intelligent collec-

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ting of any sort, but they have a 
special pertinence with regard to 
British Colonials. 

Especially important to the be- 
ginner, regardless of age, is how 
much he can and wants to spend 
on his hobby. In this respect, the 
beginner can make no mistake in 
deciding to collect British Colonials, 
for these stamps will certainly pro- 
vide the utmost of enjoyment for 
the minimum of expense. 

The most desirable goal in a 
collection of any kind is to acquire 
as many as possible of the th 
collected; or better still. to make 
a complete collection. This is a 
very significant reason for selecting 
the smaller British Colonies. 

At nominal expense, the begin- 
ner can complete several smaller 
colonies; and at medium expense, 
some of the larger colonies. (The 
terms “‘smaller’’ and ‘‘larger” are 
not used with respect to the status 
of the colonies in the British Em- 
pire, or with respect to their phy- 
sical size — rather, the terms are 
here to denote the numbers of 
stamps issued). 

To illustrate the above point let’s 
take a passing glance at Tokelau 
Islands (a dependency of New Zea- 
land) and Norfolk Island (an Aus- 
tralian dependency). 

Tokelau Islands has thus far is- 
sued only three stamps. A complete 
collection of this country can be 
had for only 10 cents — in either 
mint or used condition. But that’s 
not all. A complete collection — 
mint, used and on cover — would 
cost only about 30 cents! 

Norfolk Island has issued only 
one definitive series consisting of 
12 stamps. Here, again. the cost 
is very slight. A complete collec- 
tion of this country would cost ap- 
proximately one dollar and seven- 
ty-five cents. Naturally, these are 
extreme examples, but it does show 
what is possible for the beginning 
collector. 

The above examples are indica- 
tive of a very good reason for col- 
lecting British Colonials. The rea- 
son is simply that many of the 
smaller colonies have issued very 
small quantities of stamps. For the 
most part, the number of stamps 
issued by several colonies fall short 
of one hundred, or just above that 
figure. This gives the beginner an

The discussion of rare stamps 
of high value is extensive, and the 
pitfalls of the phony material are 
covered fully. 

The text is easily read and 
easily understood a factor which 
many philatelic books, so-called, 
do not have because of an at- 
tempt to impress with important 
sounding terms of the hobby. 

The 264 pages are bound be- 
tween cloth covers and are in- 
terspersed with informative illus- 
trations. Selling price is $3.00.

Plate numbers on coil stamps 
are scarce enough items under 
ordinary conditions when there is 
a plentiful usage of the printing 
plate, but when only 63,174 im- 
pressions have been made the 
finding of one becomes a tremen- 
dous undertaking. 

When the coils are cut from the 
sheets the plate number is gen- 
erally trimmed off. If the trim- 
ming operation runs a bit off cen- 
ter it is possible and frequently 
happens that an identifiable part 
of the plate number remains. 

Among the plates cancelled 
from further use during the 
month of January is a 5c Presi- 
dential coil, No. 22022, which had 
only 63,174 impressions made 
from it. ' 

Other plates cancelled during 
January all had good usage ob- 
viating possible scarcities. They 
are:—Presidential 3c Nos, 24268, 
24357, 24359, 24490; Presidential 
le Nos. 24008-9; and Presidential 
1%c 23209-10. 

In January only six numbers 
were assigned to plates for the 
printing of postage stamps, all of 
them for the National Guard is- 
sue.

Foley Brothers Department store in Hous- 
ton, Texas. He reports that activity 
amazed him. The demand for stamps and 
@ accessories was enormous. In his own 

words, from 300 to 500 people approached 
j the new stamp counter every day of the 
first week in Houston. Mr. Barger opens these departments, stays 
a week to train the crew and then moves on to other fields. In 
Houston, Mr, William Machen Will manage the new department and 
doubtless Houston philatelists will appreciate this new outlet. 


Is This A New Ruling 


We have always been of the opinion that the U. S. Postal Laws 
forbade the sending of unsolicited items through the mail for a price. 
This of course would include stamps. Now we find a news item in 
our local newspaper which clearly states that .. . “Postal regulations 
do not prohibit this type of merchandising, unless the unordered 
goods are sent C.O.D. Then it becomes illegal.” 

Perhaps quoting the entire clipping which is from United Press 
of Washington will be the best way to bring this matter to the at- 
tention of both collectors and dealers who are concerned. We quote 
it here and leave your activity to your own judgment, 


“WASHINGTON, Jan. 25—(UP)—As far as the postoffice depart- 
ment is concerned, your conscienc€ can be your guide on paying for 
any unordered merchandise that is sent to you, 

Postal regulations don’t require recipients of goods they didn’t 
order to pay for or return them, Louis Doyle, acting department 
solicitor, said today. 

Doyle added, however, that some state laws may require return 
or payment for the goods, 

The postoffice receives hundreds of complaints from people who 
receive unwanted goods through the mails. Received with the items 
are requests that they send back money gr the merchandise. 

Postal regulations do not prohibit this type of merchandising, 
unless the unordered goods are sent c.o.d. Then it becomes illegal. 

Most of the goods sent are small and relatively inexpensive, such 
as neckties, books, handkerchiefs, pens, stamps, and especially, 
Christmas cards.” ; 


Unscrupulous Collectors 


Yes, there are perhaps as many of them or even more of them 
than there are dealers of the same description. That is a natural 
fact because there are so many more collectors. We mention.this 
because in the past we have chosen to refer to unscrupulous dealers 
but now a dealer asks why we do not refer to collectors of that 
type, collectors who do solicit and fail to return approvals etc. This 
dealer even goes so far to suggest that stamp publications make it 
a practice to caricel subscriptions of such collectors, just as they 
might refuse space to dealers of the same type. 

Any such practice on the part of a publisher would require 
proof that might entail endless correspondence between themselves 
and several different dealers and we can only recommend that all 
serious dealers join the American Stamp Dealers Association, 
Through this Association each dealer can report any collector of that

There continues to be some agi- 
tation for more than the one 3c 
stamp to mark the 150th anniver- 
sary of the Louisiana Purchase. 
Certainly, of the many events of 
the past few years, this is one 
which should have had three to 
four at least. 

Nothing of more historical or na- 
tional significance has been at hand 
for a bang-up commemorative set, 
even if you want to consider such 
tremendously important anniversa- 
ries as that of the Poultry Industry, 
the Newsboys, Battle of Brooklyn 
and Casey Jones. 

It’s a shame that the celebration 
comes when an inept and unim- 
aginative postal administration, on 
its way to the ash can, produced 
the usual 3-center as a stop gap. 

While it would be practically im- 
possible for the new powers-that- 
be of the Post Office Department 
to add other denominations to the 
Louisiana Purchase stamp due Ap- 
ril 30, it would not be impossible 
for them to issue additional stamps 
for such a series, say one each, 
in four other months this year. 

And if this idea is adopted collec- 
tors and the general public are 
entitled to denominations of 1c, 2c, 
Se and 10c, all values which have 
a large demand.

been recorded for years in the 
Scott Catalog, and the catalog val- 
ue is quite moderate. 
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The variety, a sketch of which 
is shown herewith (I’m also an 
artist of no mean talent! Tsk!), 
has been known from the days of 
its first recognition as the cap on 
the 2. Occurring on the left nu- 
meral it is called ‘“‘Cap on Left 
Two,”’ and when on both, “Cap on 
Both Twos.’ 

Until recent times the catalogs 
also recorded a variety “Cap on 
Right Two.’’ Those who do the re- 
searching on such matters came to 
the conclusion that this variety was 
not a plate fault, but more the 
result of improper inking of it. 
The Left Two and Both Twos 
varieties are the result of a break- 
down of the metal on the transfer 
roll (the transfer roll has one or 
more impressions of the original 
die around its circumference — the 
transfer roll is placed on a soft 
steel plate and the die impressions 
on its circumference ‘‘rocked”’ into 
the plate under great pressure — 
the plate when hardened prints the 
stamps). 

The shape of the cap will vary, 
as will its size. Since the variety: 
came with a gradual breaking down 
of this part of the design it can 
be seen that the tendency was to 
progressively worse. 

It doesn’t take a magnifying 
glass to see the cap deviations. 
They are one of the few notable 
varieties on United States stamps 
which can be studied by the naked

Now and again at the larger ex- 
hibitions you will see a display 
of this variety which shows pro- 
gressive stages of the transfer roll 
failure from the first faint traces 
to the worst stages. 

Collectors used to fool around 
with that stamp on cold winter 
evenings and have lots of fun. Those 
were the days when new stamps 
were not produced around the world 
by the thousands each year. It was 
also the time when it was possible 
to buy these and other cheap U. S.

Paul Pechstein of Seaside, Ore- 
gon sends a comment anent the 
hinging of stamps, a subject which 
was discussed here recently. I men- 
tioned that stamps are hinged at 
two places, usually, at the top edge 
or near the center of the stamp. I 
prefer the center hinging. 

Mr. Pechstein states that he hin- 
ges at the top so that he can 
write the purchase price and the 
firm from which he purchased be- 
neath each stamp, on the hinge by 
lifting the stamp after mounting. 
Of course he uses a code for the 
space is quite small for extensive 
writing. 
Many collectors do this same 
thing, especially with items ‘which 
run, into thé bucks. Some write 
directly on the album page, but you 
have to watch so that the notes 
do not extend from beneath the 
stamp and make a sloppy looking 
page. 
I have a small loose-leaf book 
where I keep the same kind of a 
record but of the purchase price 
only — and the listings are by coun- 
tries and only entered when 
the stamp or set is added to the 
album. 
Otherwise this price is carried in 
code on the glassine envelope, or 
stock card while awaiting mount- 
ing. 
You. might wonder why I keep 
such a cost record.

One of the direct results of the 
intense activity developing with 
us during the present market has 
been a shortage of material avail- 
able for sale through both broker- 
age and regular quotation col- 
umns. We have been able to 
overcome this situation to some 
extent by planning a number of 
direct buying trips throughout 
the year in an effort to supply 
our own clients with the stamps 
that are in such great demand. 

The writer just returned from 
a two week jaunt here in the 
north-mid-west area and was able 
to secure several sizeable accumu- 
lations and collections which ulti- 
mately will be made available to 
MSB subscribers. During the 
balance of 1953 both Lee Chad- 
wick and yours truly will be mak- 
ing additional trips to secure fur- 
ther desirable material and be- 
tween the two of us we will cover 
the entire area of the U. S. east 
of the Rockies. 

Another by-product of the in- 
creasing prices reflected these 
days has been the appearance of 
new material not generally of- 
fered for sale in qa poor market. 
We have handled more two-cent 
Red sheets in the past nine 
months than we have moved in 
the past two years. Even the 
relatively uncommon issues like 
2c and 5c Hawaii, Norse issue, 
Victory and Walloon series have 
been making more frequent ap- 
pearances in our bulletin board 
boxes. 

You might say that by now the 
cat and dog issues of recent years 
have finally reached a_ point 
where they are not quite as re- 
pulsive as they once were. Not 
that there has been any tremen- 
dous appreciation in value, but it 
is possible that there will be less 
postage around for general dis- 
count as these issues become more 
attractive. 

Finally, Famous are very strong 
at today’s low levels. How much 
longer they will be available at 
current prices we don’t know, but 
if the market continues strong for 
another year or so, today’s figures 
will certainly be ancient history 
if history repeats itself,

I presume that before the card 
is placed back in the mail to re- 
turn’ to the sender, the half with 
the forwarding address is crossed 
out with pen and ink or pencil as 
void. 
Obviously the idea of the two- 
way postal card originated before 
the introduction of the pair of 
double postal cards, the ‘‘Message’”’ 
with attached ‘Paid Reply’, 
which was in 1892. As a matter of 
fact, the two stamps of 3c value 
on the companion stamped en- 
velope, fixed the date before 1883. 
The inventor undoubtedly §at- 
tempted to interest the government 
in his brain child or he would not 
have gone to the expense to have 
cuts of the stamps made and the 
sample cards printed. 
I believe that even today the 
two-way postal cards would be pre- 
ferred for many purposes over the 
double pair, the ‘‘Message’”’ with 
the ‘‘Paid Reply’’. But I shall not 
go into those pocscihilities here ex- 
rept to state that although t 
two-way card would cost the same 
amount of postage, 4c, the cost of 
printing both sides of one card 
would be cheaper than the print- 
ing of two sides of two cards. 
I would like to see the idea of*a 
two-way postal card tried out in 
the form of private mailing post 
cards by business firms and re- 
search organizations to send out 
questionnaires. Naturally space 
would have to be reserved on the 
back for the answers or opinions, 
whichever was sought. 
The front of the stamped enve- 
lope is similar to that of the postal 
card. The stamps are of the num- 
eral type and are identical in de- 
sign. They are circular with a 
large figure of a ‘‘3’’ in the center. 
Around the margins of the tops are 
inscribed, ‘‘United States Return 
Envelope” and beneath the word, 
“‘Cents’’. The paper of the envelope 
is of a bluish grey and the print- 
ing is in red. 
The envelope is unusal in an- 
other respect. It can be returned 
intact to the sender if undeliver- 
able, or it could be used to mail a 
reply. The flap on the back has 
two strips of gum. There is a row 
of perforations between them. For 
use the first time it is sealed by 
the gum of the lower strip. It can 
be opened at the perforations and 
then resealed by the gum of the 
upper strip, and without damage 
to the envelope. There are printed 
instructions on the flap. 
I believe a two-way envelope of 
this type would be a god send to

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Our Jamous 
Americans 
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ROGER WILLIAMS 
FOUNDING NONCONFORMIST 


Born in London 1604 — died in 
Providence 1684. In 1631 he sailed 
to Boston as-a Nonconformist and 
became preacher at Salem and Ply- 
mouth, but because he supported 
the rights of the Indians he came 
into conflict with the authorities 
and was banished from Massachu- 
setts in 1635. 

In 1636 he founded a settlement 
on Rhode Island and named it 
“Providence” where he welcomed 
other religious refugees and es- 
tablished even friendlier relations 
with the Indians. In 1643 he re- 
turned to England to obtain a char- 
ter for ‘‘The Providence Planta- 
tions’’ of which he became govern- 
or from 1654 to 1657. 

Later, he visited England once 
more and established friendly re- 
lations with Cromwell and Milton. 

In religious creed Williams ac- 
cepted the Baptist doctrine short- 
ly after his Nonconformist advent 
in America, but soon he withdrew 
from all church connections, ac- 
cepting no creed but maintaining 
a fundamental belief in Christiani 
ty. He died in Providence in 1684. 

The statue shown on the stamp 
stands in Roger Williams Park in 
Providence, R.I.

It is quite odd to wonder what 
you are going to write about when 
a new edition of a BUREAU CATA- 
LOG appears. It was not too long 
ago that almost every change of 
anything in the catalog was news. 
But just digging news out of it is 
a hard matter. 

The quality of printing is still 
good and every effort is made to 
keep reasonably in line with a var- 
iable market. By a variable market 
I mean the high and the low an 
item or class of items have sold 
for. The good items are still good 
and will still bring good prices 
if the condition is right. 

There are in the market collec- 
tors who are trying to build up nice 
collections at large discounts from 
the catalog value. Enough items 
are pried loose to keep them at 
their business and this is one of 
the points I mentioned as a vari- 
able. 

On the other end are the prices 
obtained in auctions and asked by 
dealers holding fine material. As 
far as the catalog goes there has 
been no let down in the notes, illus- 
trations and other information that 
makes for a good catalog. Although 
the Front Page says it was issued 
September 1952 I think it was at 
least Christmas time when they ac- 
tually started circulating. The price 
this year is $2.00. 

I have never heard figures quot- 
ed on the number of catalogs 
printed but I doubt if the number 
being issued currently is too much 
under the peak years. Perhaps it 
would be a good piece of BUREAU 
propaganda if such information 
was published.

Dealers have a tendency to feel 
that many of the prices given are 
too low while many collectors take 
the opposite view. 

One category of dealers feels 
that the Scott catalogue is incom- 
plete because it does not put the 
stamp of legitimacy on certain 
stamps of questionable authenticity 
by listing them. 

During the past year one retail 
price list in comparing various 
catalogues stated in so many words 
that ‘‘the Scott Catalogue probably 
ranked fifth on an _ international 
basis.”” About the only good word 
this editor had was that the illus- 
trations were good. 

By using the word “‘probable”’ as 
he did the writer of the article in- 
dicated that he did not have the 
circulation figures, at least not the 
complete ones, of the catalogues in 
the comparison. Therefore he was 
merely rendering a personal opin- 
ion and not stating a fact as ar 
unsuspecting reader might believe. 
He may have been wrong in his 
opinion for publishers guard their 
circulation figures jealously. Re- 
gardless of how the Scott Catalogue 
ranks on an international basis we 
here in America know that it rates 
first in this country. Likewise it is 
true that the foreign catalogues are 
most popular in the country that 
uses the language in which the 
catalogue is written. 

American collectors have good 
reson to be proud of the Scott 
Catalogue. Unlike many foreign it 
has always taken a strong stand 
against issues that are question- 
able. We know that when the nota- 
tion appears in the catalogue ‘‘We 
do not consider these stamps to 
have been issued primarily for 
postal purposes” that such issues 
are not worth wasting our money 


on. . 

Let’s take a look at the latest 
edition,. The first thing that strikes 
my eye is the caption on the title 
page, 109th edition. Any business 
venture in the publishing field of 
like nature has what it takes. 
I wonder if J. W. Scott dreamt 
of the foundation he was laying 
when he issued Volume 1 No. 1, 
his single sheet of offerings back 
in 1860 or 1861. From this humble 
beginning we now have a catalogue 
that lists, I estimate, over 125,000 
major and minor varieties of 
stamps. 

Here is a success story that 
should be an inspiration to all 
publishers, dealers and collectors.

months before the edition goes to 
press so it is not surprising that 
in this world of changing political 
and economic tides that some of the 
iprices are off at the publishing 
|date. In fact it is amazing how 
accurate the catalogue really has 
been, but at best we must use it 
as a guide to relative values. 

Have you any idea how long al- 
lowing two minutes to each list- 
ing it would take you to compute 
250,000 quotations? Try figuring it 
out on the basis of an eight hour 
day. Then add to that figure all 
the other editing necessary such 
as illustrations and _ descriptions 
that make up the catalogue. Quite 
an undertaking even for a sizable 
staff. 

If you add up the prices that are 
open to question and compare 
them against the number of rela- 
tively accurate listings you will 
find that those in question are 
small in number by comparison. 

Dealers quote various discounts 
in their advertisements  rang- 
ing from full catalogue to ninety 
percent discount. These discounts 
are not due to an inaccurate cata- 
logue but rather the amount of 
profit a dealer is taking or perhaps 
it is a question of condition for the 
quotations in the Scott Catalogue 
are for stamps in fine condition 
unless otherwise stated. 

My advice to the collector in re- 
gard to prices is to buy from repu- 
table dealers who sell their stamps 
at a reasonable markup of their 
cost, but that is another story. 

Collectors how well do you use 
the catalogue? How do you pro- 
nounce Curacao, Cameroons or Sur- 
iname? Where is Zanzibar? Define 
such terms as_ separation, tete 
beche and surcharge. Are you sure 
you are correct? You will find the 
right answer in The Scott Cata- 
logue. 

Imagine trying to collect stamps 
without the catalogue—just for a 
moment, no longer. Philately would 
be like a ship without a rudder. 
Imagine it as just a listing with- 
out prices as some critics 
advocate. With no relative values 
to refer to the gyp artists would 
have a field day and our wonder- 
ful hobby would be ruined. 

So many of us fail to realize that 
publishing the catalogue just like 
selling stamps is a business ven- 
ture. The publishers realize it and 
that is why they are constantly 
trying to improve the book for 
their success depends on its accep- 
tance by collectors. It is indeed 
fortunate that Scott Publications, 
Inc. have such a fine editor as 
Gordon R. Harmer. 

But who am I to write praises 
of the catalogue. It does not need 
my assistance for it speaks for it- 
self. I do think though that it is 
time to debunk some of its critics. 

The many thousand collectors 
here in the United States and over- 
seas who use the catalogue day in 
and day out know what a fine 
work the catalogue is. Those of 
us here in the United States will 
readily testify that it is FIRST IN

price of $15.52 mint, to $20.79. This 
set is scarce and in demand. This 
column has previously stated that 
this set should advance in price 
and in a few years may be among 
the scarce and high priced British 
Empire commemorative sets. 


SOMALILAND PROT. The 5R 
black stamp No. 95 exists imperf- 
orated vertically and Scott lists 
but does not price, horizontal pairs, 
imperforate between. 

The Commonwealth Catalogue 
lists this pair without price. At a 
recent H. R. Harmer auction sale 
in London a horitzontal strip of 
four, center pair imperforated be- 
tween vertically sold for 130 
Pounds which equals $364.00. 

BRITISH GUIANA. At the same 
auction sale, a mint vertical pair, 
imperforate between of the 1938 
four cent stamp (No. 232) sold 
for 80 Pounds, ($224.00) 

BAHRAIN. At the same Harmer 
sale, a mint block of four of the 
2%A on 2%d, double surcharge 
sold for 200 Pounds ($560.00). 

NEW ZEALAND. In the printing 
of the one penny Otago stamp No. 
269, a lightening of pressure 
(through a fault in the make ready) 
resulted in a gradual disappear- 
ance, as printing proceeded, of the 
Maori’s left hand and copies exist 
where the hand is completely miss- 


ing. 

CANADA. With the release on 
February 2 of the new Totem Pole 
$1.00 stamp, it is probable that 
the ‘‘Fishing’’ $1.00 stamp of 1951 
will soon become scarce. It was 
in use for only a short time and 
due to the high value few dealers 
could afford to buy large stocks 
of same. 

GEORGE VI The demand for 
all George VI stamps is so large 
that many dealers are unable to 
supply some, and it is difficult, if 
not impossible, to replace sold out 
items. This applies specifically to 
recently issued stamps all of which 
will have had a short life, when 
the Elizabeth stamps appear. 

Do not overlook the six low value 
change of color stamps recently 
released by Malta. The New Zea- 
land provisional, 3d on 1d (George 
VI) is another to watch, as it may 
be that the new supply of 3d stamps 
will be with the portrait of Queen 
Elizabeth???

The most negiected part of your col- 
tection is usually the Revenue Section. 

Yet there are hundreds of U. S. Reve-

in August with the Eagle Company 
to deliver its consignment to the 
Union Quay Barracks in Cork, a 
few days prior to the Free State 
troop landing at Passage, in Cork 
Harbor. 

While the Free State troops were 
fighting on their way to Cork, the 
main body of the I. R. A. was de- 
fending distant points and only a 
small group remained to defend 
the City of Cork. Instead of making 
a stand against the Free Staters, 
they burned their barracks and re- 
treated in an orderly manner to the 
West. 

It is believed that practically the 
entire consignment of stamps de- 
livered by the Eagle Printing 
Works was destroyed by the with- 
drawing army. Since these stamps 
were delivered to a competent gov- 
ernmental authority in charge at 
the time, they should have a sta- 
tus of a series of stamps prepared 
but un-issued. 

There is some evidence to show 
that a few of these stamps saw 
postal usage. Copies are believed 
to have been used from Dunman- 
way to Cork but this is lacking in 
confirmation. It is also believed 
that small shipments may have 
been sent to West Cork. 

While not having the status of 
issued stamps, the I. R. A. labels 
represent army authority in Cork 
and hold more of a claim to recog- 
nition than do the Sinn Fein labels 
which were issued strictly as a 
propaganda medium in the years 
1906-1916. 

The 1d chestnut and the 2d pale 
yellow-green were lithographed in 
sheets of 120 and comprise ten hori- 
zontal rows of twelve, made up by 
transfers of six subjects arranged 
in two horizontal rows of three. 
Each subject differs from the 
others im some small detail but 
the difference is slight. 

In addition to these permanent 
minor varieities, many stamps 
show variations in inking. Both 
values are perforated 11 and im- 
perforate — the perforation is of 
a rough single line. 

The 6d dark blue was lithograph- 
ed in sheets of 160, divided into 
four panes of 40 subjects each. It 
has been reported that the sheet 
consisted of 80 stamps but it has 
not been authenticated. There are 
four permanent varieties correspon- 
ding to each of the subjects and 
numerous varieties similar to the 
other values. 

In addition to being printed on 
white wove paper, it is unwater- 
marked and perforated 11 and im- 
perforate. Like the 1d and 2d values 
it comes on laid paper, perforated 
11 but ungummed. Double impres- 
sions are known to exist on. both 
papers perforated 11 as well as 
the broken ‘‘S’”’ variety in ‘‘Post.” 
A tete-beche appears on the wove 
paper. The 1d and 2d values are 
extremely rare — about 250 exist. 
The 6d has over 1000 including all 
varieties.

opportunity to collect from the 
viewpoint of quality instead of 
quantity. 

There is a sound reason why one 
should collect for quality — and not 
quantity. Let’s look at Norfolk Is- 
land again. The entire set can be 
had for about one dollar and seven- 
ty five cents. Would a beginner 
benetit more by spending that sum 
on 90 stamps that cost only two 
cents each? Definitely not. The 90 
stamps would have a catalog value 
of only 2 cents each. The same sum, 
however, spent on the Norfolk Is- 
land issue, would be more wisely 
invested. It would bring a greater 
return when the time came to sell 
the collection. 

Thus far only the smaller colonies 
have been discussed. Certainly it 
has been successfully shown that 
completing a collection of several 
of these colonies will impose no 
great financial strain. But once 
these smaller colonies have been 
completed, what about the colonies 
that have issued between fifty to 
one hundred stamps? 

Here, too, the basic principle of 
being financially able to complete 
a collection remains pretty much 
intact. The British Solomon Islands 
offers an opportunity to examine 
our basic premise in detail. This 
colony has issued eighty-one regu- 
lar stamps and eight postage due 
stamps. Remember, many coun- 
tries have issued well over one 
thousand stamps. Let’s consider 
the expense involved in collect- 
ing the above colony. 

The most expensive stamp. can

All the others cost five dollars or 
less. However, of the eighty-nine 
stamps issued, only about twenty 
would cost more than two dol- 
lars. The balance can be obtained 
for less than a dollar each. A com- 
plete collection, then, would mean 
an outlay of only fifty to sixty 
dollars. 

As a lump sum, this may seem 
quite an expense. Yet, if the begin- 
ner can spare only a dollar a 
week, he can complete his collec- 
tion within a year. If he can spend 
only half the sum, it will take 
two years. This may seem a long 
time to devote to collecting just 
one country, but the sense of ac- 
complishment will be well worth 
the patience. 

Well, there it is — a sound, prac- 
tical plan for the beginning col- 
lector. Briefly stated, it is this: 
Collect the smaller British Colonies. 
Begin by completing those colonies 
that can be collected at a cost of 
less than five dollars. 

Now, with the real easy-to-col- 
lect countries already in your al- 
bum, start on the colony that is 
quite a bit more difficult to com- 
plete, but which is within the prac- 
tical range of your wallet. Look 
through the catalog, and pick one 
or more colonies where the most 
expensive stamp can be purchased 
for less than $25.00. Concentrate 
on your purchasing power on this 
colony, or one or two more — if 
you wish. Keep foremost in your 
mind the plan to complete the 
colony on which you’ve been able 
to get a head start. 

Within a year or so, you'll find 
another colony completely tucked 
away in your album. When that 
happens, pick out another colony, 
and start in all over again. 

If the beginner puts this plan 
into action, within a few years he’ll 
find he’s built on such a solid 
foundation that his interest will 
never lag, and his financial outlay 
will never be a strain. And, 
finally, he will get an ever-present 
enjoyment from his collection; an 
enjoyment that will be spiced with 
the probability of future dividends 
on his investment. 

Here are a few helpful hints the 
beginner can use in the course of 
carrying out the above plan. First 
and foremost, purchase complete 
sets whenever possible. If your wal- 
let can stand it, and if the set is 
available, never be satisfied with 
less than a complete set. 

Next, be sure to get stamps as 
soon as they are issued. Too often, 
individual stamps and sets become 
obsolete shortly after being issued. 
When this happens, the stamps 
climb rapidly in cost as well as 
value. Naturally, this is where a 
great deal of the fun and grief of 
stamp collecting comes in. 

If you’re always up to date with 
your collection, you can just sit 
back and let your stamps increase 
in value without any effort. But, 
if you’ve delayed in picking up the 
obsolete stamps, you’ll be under 
a strain getting them before they 
become even more expensive. 

Finally, the best way to start 
collecting a new colony is to get 
the current set of stamps right 
away. Then, you can concentrate 
on getting the earlier issues—while 
you're picking up the new issues 
as they come out. When you begin 
accumulating the earlier issues, 
buy the most expensive stamps 
first. As a.general rule, these high- 
er priced stamps advance in value 
more rapidly than the lower priced 
ones. 

Perhaps the beginner is con- 
vinced that this article contains a 
lot of sound advice. ‘‘But,’’ he may 
say, “I’m not so sure that col- 
lecting the smaller British Colonies 
is really the best way I can get 
any fun from my hobby. After all, 
you’ve just been discussing what 
it’s going to cost me, and if the 
money will be well spent. Surely 
there’s. more to stamp collecting 
than that.” 

Yes, there is more to the hobby 
than just the cost. There is; for 
instance, the beauty of the stamps 
themselves. Here again, as you’ll 
discover in the next article, the 
British Colonials have much in 
their favor.

Special Features 
Luxemburg Philately 


A handsomely printed and fully 
illustrated volume concerning the 
history of the post office and phil- 
ately in the Grand Duchy of Lux- 
embourg was recently issued. The 
Christmas 1952 number of the lit- 
erary journal, Les Cahiers Luxem- 
bourgeois, carries the title Le 
Cahier Postal, and is an outstand- 
ing contribution to philatelic liter- 
ature. 

Written mostly in French, but 
with a few German articles, the 
book contains numerous interesting 
and scholarly accounts of both pre- 
and and post-philatelicac- 
tivities throughout the Grand Du- 
chy. All fields are represented, the 
relay, the postal department, illegal 
letter opening, Luxembourg’s first 
stamps, postal stationery, etc., etc., 
and readers with a knowledge of 
either of the two languages will 
find it a worth-while addition to 
their reference shelves. The fea- 
tured article concerns the evolution 
of the European postal system by 
Eugene Vaille, curator of the 
French Postal Museum. This is a 
subject of interest to all collectors.

Cahier Postal was 160 Luxembourg 
or Belgian francs, and the edition 
was a limited one.
